It must have been the 
work of no slight study and practical assiduity, that could have eua- 
bled the best representative of the fine gentleman, and the romantic 
lover, to get quit of the lightness of thought and action that forms 
the leading feature of such characters, and to assume the ponderous 
gait and massy humor of the gross Knight. Mr. Kemsie’s success, 
in this instance, must prove how uncertain is the limit of talent until 
it is tried. We dare say, the time was, when, if any one had said 
to Mr. Kewnuz, “I think you could play Falstaff very well.’”’-—he 
would have burst out into a Joud fit of incredulous laughter. But he 
has made the trial; and having succeeded in it, beyond his hopes 
we are convinced, he now, probably, wonders he never thought of the 
attempt before. Mr. Kesnce, last night, often produced loud shouts 
of laughter, and particularly at his impudent assumption of being 
the conqueror of the bold Hotspur. Mr. Youne performed that cha- 
racter with fine effect ; and Mr. Cooper, as Prince Henry, Mr. Ecer- 
vox, as the King, Mrs. Davexport, as the Hostess, and Miss F. H. 
Kitty, as Lady Perey, gave the beat eficct to their several characters.
